MEMORANDUM FOR: National F oreign Intelligence Board -
SUBJECT: : Establishment of Interagency Balkan Task Force .

1. The situation in Yugoslavia has deteriorated markedly in the last several weeks.
Some form of outside military intervention in the region is increasingly likely, and the United
States will play a facilitating role, including intelligence support.. In order to ensure the most
efficient use of Community resources, I am establishing an interagency task force to manage
all-source US intelligence support.

2. The mission of the Balkan Task Force will be three fold:

= To centralize and coordinate development and implementation of a
collection strategy and tasking. v .

~  To centralize and coordinate the Community’s sanctions monitoring
( effort in support of UN Security Council Resolution 4% -7 5~ 7

= To coordinate general military intelligence support to US policy and
contingency planning and tactical intelligence suppo

3. I'have appointed Mr. James O. Carson of CIA’s Office of European Analysis as
Task Force Chief. Kh— Carson’s Deputy will be designated by DIA. The Task Force will be
headquartered at CIA (see Attachment), with a military analytic element at DIA. It will be
staffed largely b DIA, with some NSA support. Assistance from other agencies
may be requirecil - '

The Group will prepare current intelligence
and longer-term assessments of political developments in the region. In addition,
the Group will prepare a weekly publication on developments in the new Yugoslav
states.

Balkan Economic Group (CIA Chief). The Group will publish a weekly "Sanctions
Monitoring Report,” respond to requests for information on compliance, and
examine the impact of the war on the economies of the region. It also will respond
to requests for traces on individuals banks and companies. It will be drawn largely
from CIA’s Offices of European Analysis and Resources, Trade and Technology.
